Effecient Use of Work in Heat- 
ing Saves Oranges and 
Lemons in District 





Ag the citrus growers of the 
district looked back today on the 
most extensive orchard heating 
campaign in history, conclusion 
wag reached that where heating 
has been efficient most of the 
crop has been saved. 

A wide variance of opinion was 
expressed by growers and of- 
ficials re'ative to the extent of 
the loss from freezing tempera- 
tures. In general, however, the 
expressions were that heating has 
saved the crops—and most of 
the groves in this dstrict have 
been heated. 

J. Fred Anderson, 
ticultural inspector, said that in 
his opinicn growers who efficient- 


ly operated their heaters have 
lost but very little fruit. He ad- 
mitted, however, that it will be 


several days before 
praisal can be made. 
Citrus association and orchard 
care company cfficiais in Alta 
Loma and Cucamonga added to 
the general expression that dam- 
age has been kept at a minimum 


a fair ap- 


through effective use of the 
heaters. 
Cost of keeping the heaters 


going reaches into the thousands 
of dollars. This cost, however, 
is expected to be offset by the 
higher price to be realized for 
the crop. Without the “freeze” 
the orange and Jemon crop would 
have been of bumper proportions. 
The ‘freeze’ has reduced the to- 
tal production down to a “fair 
sized” crop. In other’ words, 
nature has eliminated what might 
be considered a surplus. 
Approximately 35 per cent of 
the acreage in the Upland dis- 


trict is without heaters, in the 
estimate given by several offic- 
ials. Those growers have suf- 


fered total loss 
perhaps some damage to. the 
trees, according to Mr. Anderson. 

Trees damaged by the cold 
weather should not be pruned at 
this time in the opinion of citrus 


experiment station officials. 
Floyd D. Young, government met- 
erologist, broadcast a warning 


against pruning on the 8 p.m. 
weather forecast yesterday. This 
warning came from the River- 
side citrus experiment station. 


Citrus experts in this county 
have also advised against prun- 
ing at this time.
